tending frem Ity small, Haardlike head
nlong its boack and well toward Its
long, tapering tnll were great sharp-
edged plates artanged allernately In
n double row. Iiw legs and feot were
similar to those of the nlligators and
crocodiles of our age, but the forelegs
were much smaller and weaker than
the hind ones, due to I8 heritage from
some ancestor who walked on {ts hind
legs, 1t seems to have posseased very
Httle braln, and it may have been for
this reason that it was so well protect-
el by armor.

The new model shows the head of
the stegosaurus lowerad considerably,
ns If ha were in the net of feeding on
the ground, where he I8 known to have
secured his food, belng o planl eater,
to judge from his teeth, and inenpnble
of reaching lofty and elevated horb
age.
